Conference Speakers 


HARRY W. SCHACTER went 
to Louisville from New York in 
1927 to join a department store 
there . . . rose not only to be presi- 
dent of the store, Kaufman Straus 
Co., but originated, headed and car- 
ried through famous ‘Committee 
for Kentucky” project which jolted 
Kentucky out of inertia and resulted 
in vast improvements in library serv- 
ice, health, education, and other 
programs won him Sullivan 
Award from University of Kentucky 
in 1946 and Community Develop- 
ment Award from Mid - America 
Foundation at Parons College, Fair- 
field, Iowa, in 1952. 

Born in New York in 1901, was 
graduated from Columbia with A.B. 
in 1921 . . . was office manager for 
American Retailers, Inc., in New 
York before going to Louisville... 
general manager of Herman Straus 
and Sons, then president of Kauf- 
man Straus Co. from 1932... re- 
signed in September to become 
president and owner of Banner- 
Whitehill Furniture Co., Indiana- 
polis, but is still a director of Louis- 
ville firm. 

Wrote “Kentucky on the March,” 
report on committee’s work, pub- 
lished by Harper in 1949 and wide- 
ly used by Army and UNESCO for 
community development elsewhere 

. also wrote “Profitable Depart- 
ment Store Management” published 
by Harper in 1930, and many news- 
paper and magazine articles 
originated two radio programs, 
“Louisville Day,” to promote city- 
wide retailing there, and ”The 
Moral Side of the News,” which 
won two national awards .. . mar- 
ried Evelyn Finn in 1926 and has 
two children, Robert Harry and 
Mary Johelen.

Since 1947, over 100 of LEE 
WYNDHAM’S short stories, ar- 
ticles and serials have appeared in 
more than 30 magazines. Her in- 
terest in promoting the love of read- 
ing among young people has led her 
to reviewing books for juniors, and 
with reading assistance from her 
husband, she writes regular columns 
for The Philadelphia Inquirer; the 
Morristown Daily Record; an annual 
roundup of young books for Sterling 
North of the New York World 
Telegram and Sun; and guest re- 
views for several magazines. She is 
often called upcn to lecture on 
books for young people; and is also 
a freelance editor, teaming up with 
her husband on MSS analysis and 
rewrites; book condensations and 
adaptations for adults as well as 
young readers. 


To date Lee Wyndham has 10 
published books to her credit, in- 
cluding her latest “Binkie Billions” 
and 2 new titles for spring of °55, 
which are “Camel Bird Ranch” 
teen-age story for girls and “First 
Steps in Ballet,” a primer for home 
study after ballet class, as well as a 
new “Susie of the Ballet Family,” 
story for fall of 55 and “The Time 
Machine and Uncle Thad.” (Ten- 
tative for °55. Serial version in 
“Trailblazer” in °54), and is now 
writing a new teen-age ballet story 
“Dance by Proxy.” 


Ocassionally she acts as junior 
book consultant in a Morristown, 
New Jersey, shop where she gets an 
insight into readers’ tastes. She feels 
that every writer should work in a 
book shop periodically so as to keep 
in touch with the final judges of 
books — the people who buy and 
read them.

JANE McCLURE, Coordinator, 
Work with Young Adults, the Free 
Library of Philadelphia, attended 
Oberlin College; she was graduated 
from the University of Pittsburgh; 
she received her library degree from 
Carnegie Library School; worked as 
a general assistant in the Lending 
Department of the University of 
Pittsburgh Library for two years; 
then went across the street to work 
for Mr. Munn at the Carnegie Li- 
brary of Pittsburgh. There she 
worked in the branches, in the 
Lending Department and in the Art 
Department for a period of five and 
one-half years. In 1943 she left 
Carnegie Library to become an army 
librarian in the Pacific. There they 
established military libraries for our 
soldiers in the Marianas, Okinawa, 
the Philippines, Japan, and Korea.

Far East Command librarian, in- 
volved responsibility for the admin- 
istration and operation of all mili- 
tary libraries within this command. 
She returned to the states in July of 
1950. In January, 1951, she was ap- 
pointed librarian of the Public Li- 
brary, Princeton, N. J. In Novem- 
ber, 1953, Miss McClure became 
Coordinator of Work with Young 
Adults in the Free Library of Phila- 
delphia.

Responsibilities of Library Trustees 


Mrs. GeorGE R. WALLACE* 


It is a truism that no library is bet- 
ter than the people who operate it. 

Libraries could be described as the 
“bloodstream and brain” of our na- 
tion and our Communities. Librar- 
ians, through study, diligence, and 
organization, have made library serv- 
ices one of the most vital contribu- 
tions toward the advancement of 
education. Wars have been fought 
— taxes increased — budgets cut — 
programs curtailed —and—libraries 
have struggled along, with some 
trustees willingly allowing librarians 
to fight the battle alone. 

Library trustees need a good shak- 
ing up. They need a refreshing 
draft of new resolution, courage, 
and determination. The majority of 
our libraries are suffering from a 
complex induced by the compla- 
cency, and the indifference of li- 
brary boards. Trustees must be 
made to realize that libraries are im- 
portant in peace and war, in pros- 
perity and depression. In partner- 
ship, librarians and trustees must 
work together if our great American 
public library system is to survive. 

There is no better way to educate 
and to stimulate action of trustees 
than by organizing a trustees asso- 
ciation on a state-wide basis. To 
build up an active, strong, trustees 
association takes time and steadfast 
perseverance on the part of faithful, 
understanding trustees who are will- 
ing to take the responsibilities of 
representatives of regional areas. 
Such an organization promotes re- 
gional conferences throughout the 
year. These meetings make it pos- 
sible for trustees to—1) meet other 
trustees; 2) meet librarians; 3) visit 
libraries. Such meetings sponsor dis- 
cussion covering implications with- 
in their own communities. Such

discussion—1) helps each _partici- 
pant to become a more effective 
trustee; 2) deepens a trustee’s in- 
sight into library needs; 3) fosters a 
trustee’s understanding and integra- 
tion of differing viewpoints; 4) aids 
the growth and betterment of li- 
brary service. 

Regional meetings are most im- 
portant and most stimulating. Here 
the seed is planted that develops 
appreciation of the fact that trus- 
tees can no longer shirk their re- 
sponsibilities both to their commu- 
nities and to the wider areas. Im- 
provement of libraries, whether on 
the national, state or local level, will 
be stimulated by trustees and librar- 
ians working together for something 
in which they believe. Through or- 
ganization and cooperation we can 
secure the type of assistance which 
will benefit libraries and improve 
library services to all people of the 
country.

According to statistics released by 
the Washington News Letter of July

local! public library service. This 
percentage ranks us 17th among the 
states. Rhode Island, Massachusetts 
and Delaware are the only states 
reported as having 100% coverage. 


Pennsylvania also ranks 17th in 
operating expenditures per capita 
with $1.05. Massachusetts with 
$2.10 has the highest rate of expen- 
diture and West Virginia with $.19 
the lowest. 


Pennsylvania is also listed as hav- 
ing no counties entirely without 
service and as having 30 bookmo- 
biles in operation. State aid for the 
year 1953 is listed as $103,000, 
which is the eighth largest amount 
among the states. New York leads 
with state aid amounting to $2,- 
559,313-
